Alfred, Aug. 8 .—A fire, which 
for a time threatened to destroy all 
the buildings in the Shaker settle¬ 
ment,'two miles west 'from here, 
Friday afternoon, was finally got 
under control Rafter doing much 
damage. Estimated loss, $6000. 
Only three buildings were burned, 
the dining hall, church, and resi¬ 
dence of Elder Henry Green. 

The fire started in the dining 
hall,probably from a defective flue, 
and as there were only a few per¬ 
sons in the place, and no fire de¬ 
partment the flames rapidly gain¬ 
ed headway and the building was 
almost completely consumed be¬ 
fore help arrived from this town 
The nearest fire engine was at 
Sanford and that town was asked 
for aid' but the fire was under con¬ 
trol before the apparatus arrived. 
As soon as possible a bucket bri 
gade of several hundred persons 
was fighting the flames but the 
blaze quickly spread to the church 
and seemed destined to sweep 
through the entire settlement. 
With the aid of wet blankets spread 
on nearby .roofs the progress of the 
flames was checked. 

The Shaker settlement, situated 
ou Shaker Hill, Is made up of 
about a dozen buildings. Had the 
fire started later in the season, it is 
probable that it would have been 
quickly extinguished as the Shak¬ 
ers have recently built a large res¬ 
ervoir and were about to erect 'a 
water tower 100 feet high for fight¬ 
ing fire. This tower will proba¬ 
bly be completed in two months.

FIGHTING RUM! 

Lewiston Deputy Makes 
Unexpected Raids. 

Liquor Dealers are Trembling.— 
Barrooms Closed at 10 O’clock. 

Lewiston, Aug. 3.—Saturday eve¬ 
ning when the police Officers were 
sent out on their;beats,.orders were 
issued by Deputy Marshal Scan- 
uell to close up their shops at ten 
o’clock, and after thatHour 
thing would be forcibly closed by 
the police officers if not voluntari¬ 
ly by the rumsellers themselves.

MAINE INDUSTRIES. 

The work of canning beans and 
peas is being rushed at. the can¬ 
ning factory of F. H. Haynes, Dex¬ 
ter. A large force is now'employ¬ 
ed. 

Superintendent John J. Emeley 
has 457,000 cans tiered in the loft 
of the corn shop at South Paris, 
and says that unless the drought 
injures the crop 93,000 more cans 
will be required to hold this sea¬ 
son’s pack of corn and succotash at 
this factory.

INTENSIVE CULTURE. 

Liberal and Ordinary Feeding, Com- 
l»nredi-rWhat Nitrate Does. 

The accompanying reproduction of 
two baskets of potatoes harvested 
about the first week in October last 
from seed planted June 19 represents 
the actual difference between results 
secured from liberal feeding and a' 
very thorough cultivation and from 
ordinary methods of fertilization and 
culture in the same field on identically 



results op high and common culture. 
the same kind of soil. The first ap¬ 
pears at the left of the cut, the other 
at the right. 

The writer who sends the sketch to 
Country Gentleman calls attention to 
the desirability of culture that will pro¬ 
duce “quality” and successfully com¬ 
bine it with “quantity,” to which lat¬ 
ter much attention has already been 
.devoted,: X '.«■■■ 

These potatoes were grown on,upland 
clay, hard and tenacious, better adapt¬ 
ed to marble making than to potato 
growing. With plowing and thorough 
pulverization with roller, disk, spring 
tooth harrow and plank drag, the soil 
was perfectly fined and . mellowed to 
the depth !';of five or -six’ inches, except 
thfe check or No. 2 plat, which was 
given only the ordinary preparation of 
the average farmer. 

The seed cut to two eyes was planted 
With an application of high grade com¬ 
plete potato manure on both plats. In 
a few days the weeder was used on 
plat No. 1, followed by three borrow¬ 
ings at intervals. After that nitrate of 
soda was applied, followed by two 
cultivations on each of the two suc- 
ceeding weeks find another application 
of nitrate of soda the following week. 
’Bordeaux mixture was used, further 
cultivation given, and a third applica¬ 
tion of nitrate was given just as the 
vines came into bloom. ’ ■ 

:PIat No,' 2 ; was. cultivated four times, 
had one application of paris green, but 
no bordeaux or nitrate. 


TURNIPS INJTHE CORN. 

Two Good Crop* Grown Together. 

Sow About tlie Middle, of July. 

1 have been solving turnip seed in 
my cornfield for nearly 50 years. One 
year I sowed 30 pounds of seed on 30 
acres and harvested about 10,000 bush¬ 
els of turnips and a good crop of corp, 
says a writer In Orange Judd Farmer. 
Plant the corn In straight rows and 
keep the cultivator going until about 
the middle of July, then sow the tur¬ 
nip seed directly after the last cultiva¬ 
tion. if two or three dashing showers 
fall in a week or so, no covering is 
needed.. If ffiy ground is ready and 
showers afe In prospect, I hasten to 
.sow • Jhy ■..seed, . If -no rain comes, the 
seed must be lightly covered, much as 
you would clover seed, Two or three 
boards fastened together and drawn 
Between the rows of corn cover the 
seed very nicely. 

A strap leaved' turnip .of the best 
variety will grow almost ahywhere 
provided the plant can get a start. I 
want my turnips for feeding all the 
way from September to February, and 
I want a lot of them. Bushel for bush¬ 
el they are worth more than mangels 
during this time. Give the cattle and 
sheep plenty of turnips, and no medi¬ 
cine will be needed. 

Turnips should be stored as near the 
stock as possible,- so they can be easily 
fed. Any place where ventilation can 
be controlled and where frosts can be 
kept out will answer. I have a cellar 
under the driveway of my barn 16 by 
82 by 10 feet, which I have filled with 
roots more than once, Be careful, how¬ 
ever, not to put any turnips into your 
cellar after they have been out on the 
ground on a frpsty night. A few bush¬ 
els Injured by freezing will start a heat 
that will destroy all of them. 


thsllow Cultivation Foe Corn, 

We do hot believe In deep cultivation 
for corn af -r it has grown more than 
three or £< ir inches high. By that 
tithe it has begun to seed its roots out; 
hence, to work the soil deep .after this 
has begun is to break those roots and 
to check the growth, There may be a 
period In the growth of a plant or tree 
when a root pruning Is beneficial, but 
so little is known about it that we do 
not care to experiment with It In a 
haphazard way. But in a year like the 
present deep cultivation is likely to 
break more corn roots than. In a dry 
and warmer season. ThecornToot needs 
moisture, but not too much, and It de¬ 
lights in the beat of the sun. It Is 
thus likely to rub much nearer the sur¬ 
face than it would have done if wo 
had been favored with more warm days 
and less rain, Working the Soil as 
deep as the uianyro used will make It 
fertile before planting the Seed and as 
thoroughly as possible after the corn 
begins to grow, bqf not more than 
three Inches deep between the rows, 
and in a season like this we would pre¬ 
fer not to go more than two‘inches 
deep, says American Cultivator. 


ALL A BOUT M UJLET, 

When to Sow and What Variety, 
Hard on the Land and Need* Manure. 

I am asked a number of questions re¬ 
garding millet, says L. W. Lighty of 
Pennsylvania In Tbe National Stock¬ 
man and Farmer. When shall I sow? 
Millet can be sown any time after corn 
planting up to August in our latitude. 
Last season we were in the rainless 
district, and the ground was as dry as 
powder for a few months, until the be¬ 
ginning of August, when we had a 
shower. I then seeded two and one- 
half acres, and in about 45 or 50 days 
it cut over Soven'tons of excellent hay, 
and it made' the growth with’'the aid 
of only two very .light showers. With 
plenty of beat and moisture it grows 
very rapidly:, ' 

What variety? I tried a number of 
varieties, but the German or Golden 
millet gave me the most satisfactory 
results. How much seed to the acre? 
If seeded rather thick. It makes a finer 
growth and better quality of hay. It 
also is more likely to smother the 
weeds. But the weeds often make us 
trouble in the early sown millet. ' 

The ideal method to get ahead of the 
weeds is to prepare the land in the 
spring and then allow the weeds tq ger¬ 
minate and harrow It thoroughly, allow 
another germination "and then, about 
the middle of July, make'a very fine 
seed’ bed and sow, and very, few weeds 
will grow. But many times we want 
to use the land for other purposes or 
the weather will not allow. 

I often grow a crop of Canada peas 
or oats before millet, and when that is 
off disk the ground thoroughly and 
seed to millet, thus taking two crops in 
one season. I sow the seed broadcast. 
Sow only clean seed. 

Is it hard on the land? Should I Use 
stable manure or fertilizer? Yes, it is 
hard on the land. Like timothy,- it 
takes all its food from near the sur¬ 
face. Being a quick grower, it' needs 
plenty of readily available plant food, 
so I prefer to plow or work in well rot¬ 
ted stable manure and use a quick act¬ 
ing fertilizer. A good fertilizer on 'my 
soil I found to be 150 pounds of S. 0. 
rock phosphate, 50 pounds nitrate- of 
soda and 50 pounds muriate of potash. 

It makes a good soiling crop. For 
hay I like to cut it when the earliest 
heads have made seed, but the average 
heads are just in blossom. If properly 
cured, this makes a very palatable hay.

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Too many make a mistake in not 
raising calves until of an age’to sell 
for veal. It is a ’ question with me 
whether it does not pay better to keep 
calves until near Christmas and then 
Sell, says a New York correspondent of 
Farm and Home, One thing is sure. 
Le't'a Tai r mer'once“wbrk'"up an honest 
trade for. such meat, and,,ilike genuine 
fresh eggs or gilt edged butter, he could 
put on a stiff price and still'find a'ready 
market.. J 

Most farmers in this section kill their 
calves when a day or two old and sell 
■ the hides 'for 60 cents or $1, according 
to size and weight, while the mother’s 
milk must go to the pigs for some time, 
as it is not fit for butter or cheese, Now 
why not adopt thq practice that is be¬ 
ginning to come in vogufe here of feed¬ 
ing this milk to calves until efit for use 
anywhere, then giving warm, sweet 
skimmilk, with a little finely ground 
grain mixed in as the calf ifrows old¬ 
er? Soon one will have an animal on 
hand with a decided market value. 

Calves must be kept,dry if. they are 
to thrive, and a nin on the ground in 
the open-air is as good for them as an 
occasional tonic is for their owners. 
My father always fed a little sulphur 
about once a week, and I never remem¬ 
ber his losing a - calf with the disease 
called blackleg. A little salt in the 
feed once in awhile is also food for 
them. ; We turn them out into a dry, 
well fenced piece of meadow as soou 
as the Weather is warm enough and 
provide a good shelter from the sun 
and storm. Unless there can be run¬ 
ning water in their quarters it is kept 
in a trough for them and removed ev¬ 
ery day. They are well fed, and it is 
surprising how soon they attain mar¬ 
ketable size. 


Alfalfa Ensilage. 

A late Colorado bulletin • of farm 
notes gives some tests made of alfalfa 
as an ensilage plant. “One test,” says 
the bulletin, “was made with the alfalfa 
put in whole as cut in the field, the 
other with the alfalfa cut to quarter 
inch pieces, as we cut our corn, for en¬ 
silage, , The whole alfalfa showed a 
spoiled layer three inches thick on the 
top and an inch layer around the side 
nearly all the way down. The ensilage 
of the bottom and middle was excellent 
and was greedily eaten by the cows 
and calves. Its loss in the total weight 
was 10.7 per cent, but its loss in feed¬ 
ing value was probably a little larger. 

“The other silo was filled with cut 
alfalfa, The next day the silo was 
covered with jt.ivd-thicknesses of build¬ 
ing paper and one of boards and 
weighted with stone to about 55 pounds 
per Square foot. ' When covered, the 
ensilage was hotter than the hand 
could bear. Two days, later the tem¬ 
perature bald .fallen to 83 degrees F,, 
and in two days more it hid fallen to 
that of the air. The ensilage shrank 
and Settled a good deal. When put in, 
It contained 33 per cent of dry matter. 
On opening, the silo showed two inches 
of spoiled ensilage on top and half an 
inch on the sides. The spoiled en¬ 
silage was 7.3 per cent of the total 
weight. The loss 'in dry matter was 
approximately 10 per cent.” 


Change In Milking Time. 

A New Jersey correspondent of Amer¬ 
ican Agriculturist .says that he- was 
unavoidably absent not long ago and 
left the ten cows„that he usually milk¬ 
ed when at honie fobe'milked that'ev¬ 
ening by tbe boys who milked the oth¬ 
ers. As they milked the others first and 
his 45 minutes later, than .the usual 
time they gave their full amount that 
night, but when he milked the next 
morning they shrank from one to three 
pounds each and not quite as much at 
night, but It took from Thursday morn¬ 
ing to Friday night to bring them back 
to their normal yield as A result of that 
one change of the persons who did the 
jnilking and the variation from the 
usual hour. The scales in the stable 
are what tell the story of such mis¬ 
takes as that, though we learned the 
same thing years ago when we were 
away from home overnight and left a 
man to milk the cows we had been 
milking. He was as good and careful 
a milker as we were, but when we 
counted the quarts and pints sold the 
next ihorning we found an average 
shrinkage of about a pint to the cow. 
And this happened not once, but sev¬ 
eral times, in four years. 


Improving Poor Field*. 

Every seaspn, attempts shpuld be 
made to inipreve some portions of the 
farm so that the soil will show the 
highest standard of productivity. 
There are crops which must be raised 
on every farm which leave the Soil 
much poorer in fertility when they are 
harvested. Systems of rotation may 
tend ;to Counteract this evil nhd keep 
the” general ffYefage bF the fertility 
good, but in spite of this there will be 
a gradual decline unless special efforts 
Are directed toward the Improvement 
of the soil. This can best be done by 
selecting certain fields or field ettch 
year and making a point to raise' the 
standard of fertility of that Section. 
By thus changing off one goes over the 
whole farm in the course of a few 
years and makes the Soil all of a high 
rtnndard,

How to Malce ChtU Ooncarnc, 

Cut two pounds of beef In small dices 
and cut half a pound of onions in slices. 
Soak two chill peppers tn a pint of hot 
water one hour. Put a slice of bacon 
cut In dices and a tablespoonful of 
lard in a frying pan; dredge the beef 
with flour. Cut the peppers in small 
bits; put the beef and peppers In the 
pan after the lard Is smoking hot and 
fry them brown on all sides, shaking 
the pan frequently to prevent burning. 
After the beef is well browned add 
half pint of tomatoes, fresh or canned, 
that have been mashed to a pulp. Next 
add the water in which the chills were 
soaked and let the whole simmer for 
an hour closely covered. Just before 
serving salt to taste and thicken with 
a little flour dissolved in cold water. 


How to Doll Chicken. 

Dress, singe and truss the chicken 
and flour it well and put a couple of 
slices of salt pork with an onion cut 
In halves and a couple of sprigs of 
parsley Inside the chicken or fowl. 
Put it in a kettle of cold water, enough 
to just cover up to Its depth; add two 
bay leaves and a lemcm. Set the kettle 
over a slow fire. Cover it tightly and 
let the water come to a boll, then re¬ 
move the scum carefully as it rises. 
After skimming it, add a teaspoonful 
of salt to the 'Water. Cover the kettle 
again and let the chicken simmer 
f^owly till quite tender, then serve on 
a hot platter with an egg cream sauce.

arrived here to-night (Thursday) 
at five 0clock, just forty-six hours 
on the road. It was a beautiful 
ride. We came past Mt. Shasta, 
and stopped at Shasta Springs long 
enough to get a drink of the fa¬ 
mous Shasta water, noted for its 
medicinal value. It sparkles and 
foams like soda water and tastes of 
minerals. Oh, it is a beautiful 
sight! The water gushes out of 
the rucks and pours down over 
them,white with foam and sparkle, 
and in several places the water 
shoots into the air at least fifty 
feet, and falls in spray all around. 
The wafer is as’ cold ’ as ice water, 
and the taste not disagreeable at 
all. 

Old Mt. Shasta is a grand sight, 
it looms up so tall and white, com¬ 
pletely covered with snow, and no 
trees after you look half way up 
its sides. Around its base, it is all 
green and summery, but at the top 
it is dead winter; and it does look 
majestical, I can assure you. We 
had a good chance to see it, for we 
wound around it for hours, yester¬ 
day. The hills and mountains 
around it are quite considerable, 
and we went up grade, and up 
grade till we reached an altitude 
of 3800 feet above sea level, to 
reach which, the road just circles 
around and around'the mountains, 
and Mt. Shasta was first on our 
right and then on our left. We 
traveled miles to get over one 
mile of ground. The scenery was 
grand all the way up here. . We 
saw Mt. Hood, Mt. Rainier, and 
Mt. St. Helena. 

We have seen some fine farming 
land in^Oregon and Washington 
The northern part of Oregon and 
the southern part of Washington 
look something like the country in 
the East, and I should think the 
crops were not much ahead of 
those of Maine, perhaps two weeks 
more advanced. 

I wish you could have seen the 
wild flowers I saw, to-day, as the 
train came through from Portland 
Oregon,—such masses of them, and 
so pretty. I never saw anything 
like them before. We readied 
Portland, 7:45 this morning, wait¬ 
ed there fifty minutes. Changed 
cars there. 

We stop here until Saturday, 
on which day the boat sails at 11 
a. m. We expect to reach Nome 
about June 15. If I am not sick 
on the trip it will be a very pleas¬ 
ant journey, I am sure. 

On the Ocean, June 5.—We got 
away from Seattle at 1 o’clock on 
Saturday, June 1. Coming out of 
the sound of course the water Was 
very smooth. We did not reach 
the ocean until some time in the 
night. It came up squally Sunday, 
and Monday the sea, was very 
rough ; so bad that we drifted for 
about twenty-four hours—did not 
work the engines, just steered and 
that was all. _ Oh 1 ho w we did 
rock. And wasn’t everybody sick! 
But very few people appeared on 
deck that day. 

We have been in no danger at 
all, but we are not making^very 
fast time. We have a very heavy 
load: 550 passengers, 30 horses, 
and 60 tons of freight. The boats 
that run up here are small, not 
like the ocean liners, and our load 
la heavy for the boat, as the crew 
rounds up to about 100 , which Is 
no small addition to the load al 
ready mentioned.

How to Make Banana Shortcake. 

Rub three tablespoonfuls of butter 
with three cups of sifted flour, add one-; 
half a teaspoonful of salt, one of sugar, 
three teaspoonfuls of baking powder 
and milk enough to form a soft dough. 
Bake in two layers ,in-greased pans. 
Grate the rind of half an orange • cut 
in two crosswise and scoop out the 
pulp. Rub four bananas through a 
sieve, add to this the orange rind, pulp 
and one cupful of sugar and add to 
this one-half a cupful of thick cream 
beaten stiff. Spread between the lay¬ 


ers and on top and serve with cream 


or custard. 


How to Pot Roast Beef. 

Lay a round of beef in a broad, deep 
pot. Pour in a cupful of boiling water, 
add two slices of onion, cover closely 
and cook gently ten minutes to the 
pound. Transfer to a dripping pan, 
rub with butter, dredge with flour and 
brown in. a quick oven. Strain and 
cool the gravy left in the pot, take off 
the fat, put the gravy into a saucepan, 
season with pepper, salt and a little 
kitchen bouquet and thicken with a 
heaping tablespoonful of brown roux. 
Boll up once and serve in a gravy boat 
or pour around the base of the beef. 


How to Moke Tapioca Jelly.. 

Put a pint of boiling water into a 
double boiler and into it stir, one-fourth 
of a cupful of fine tapioca, half a cup¬ 
ful of sugar, one-fourth of a teaspoon¬ 
ful of salt, half a cupful of seeded rai¬ 
sins and a dozen blanched almonds cut 
In pieces. Stir occasionally, and when 
the tapioca becomes transparent add 
flavoring to taste and serve hot with 
sugar and cream.

How to Cream Parsnips. 

Boil tender and slice lengthwise. Put 
over the fire a “spider” with two ta¬ 
blespoonfuls of butter, add pepper and 
salt and a little minced parsley. Shake 
until the mixture bolls. Dish the pars¬ 
nips, add to the sauce three table- 
spoonfuls of cream in which has been 
stirred an even tablespoon of flour. 
Boll up once and pour over the pars¬ 
nips. ■' 


Details to Be Observed to Secure the 
Beet Results. 

The ability to make good butter is 
worth money to a farmer and his fami¬ 
ly in these .days, when so much inferior, 
quality is on the market, says an Qhio 
farmer’s wife in National Stockman. 

I will omit saying anything about the 
way the stable should" be cleaned or 
how the milking should be done. As I 
have" never been able to detect any 
barnyard odor in either milk or butter 
I will leave that for the scientific dairy-! 
man to write about. In selecting milk 
piiils get the very best heavy tin (not 
those with double bottoms), see that evr 
ery seam is well soldered oyer and per¬ 
fectly smooth and even, and there will 
be no chance for filth to gather, I have 
seen milk pails .that had a yellow sedi¬ 
ment along jevery seam. In washing 
pails look Well to the seams and sea 
that they are kept perfectly clean. The 
strainer pail needs especial attention. 
After it is washed take a nail brush, 
one that is kept for this purpose, and 
some coarse salt and thoroughly brush 
the strainer several times.a week if 
necessary. After washing and scalding 
the pails and cans, or crocks and pans; 
wipe dry and set in the sunshine and 
fresh air right side up. This is one 
point I wish to call particular attention 
to—right side up. Then they will be 
sunned inside, Where it is required.' It 
is a great mistake to turn them upside 
down on a table or picket fence as so 
many do, for hot air rises and has no 
way of ceseape, but condenses in the 
vessels and causes bad odors. Much of 
the milk is tainted by handling the 
milk utensils in an improper and care¬ 
less manner. 

We have four shotgun cans to cool 
the cream in after it comes from the 
separator and three large' creamery 
cans to ripen ^jie cream in. After these 
cans are emptied they are first rinsed 
with cold water and the washed with 
hot water and wiped dry and then 
scalded with boiling water and set out, 
doors, summer and winter, to be thor¬ 
oughly aired. They are left outdoors 
until wanted, then they are again scald¬ 
ed with boiling hot water and rinsed 
with cold water. 

Since I have adopted this precaution 
our butter Is perfectly sweet and sells 
as “gilt edge butter” in any market, 

I have never had one pound brought 
back, but have never been able to sup¬ 
ply the demand. In keeping a quantity 
of cream cans you can give them the 
proper airing which they must have if 
one expects to make butter that com- 
mands a high price. 

We keep the cream out of the cellar. 
Only in extreme warm weather do we 
keep it In the cellar. Where one has Ice 
the better way to keep the cream is to 
set it in ice water until you have enough 
for a churning, then ppur the cream 


into a well aire'd pan add put in a start 
er, About one tablespoonful of B oitr 
milk or buttermilk to a gallon of ci-enl! 
is sufficient at this season of the reT 
Let stand until loppered, then churn 
6B degrees if Jersey cream; if Short 
horn cream, at 62 degrees, Should tlm 
cream be too cold, add warm water u „ 
til the rlglfi temperature and if 
WSfm add cold water. Stir the cream 
while adding, water, .The churn should

Clover Bloat. 

Clover bloat can always be prevented 
by keeping . the cattle off the clover 
while it is wet with rain or dew, says 
Prairie Farmer. The usual cause of 
death when an animal is bloated is 
congestion of the lungs from pressure 
of the stomach against them. The flesh 
of such animal should be darker in 
color from the stoppage of blood in the ' 
small vessels than the flesh of an ani¬ 
mal butchered, but I do not believe It 
would poison any one to eat the flesh 
of such animals. The best remedy for 
clover bloat is to make, an opening in 
the upper part of the left flank with a 
pbcketknife and thrust the fingers into 
the opening. Then the gas will escape 
at the sides of the finger. Or use some 
hollow tube to put into the opening.
